W £ saa-nai  afford  mats  fir  destruction,  for  *we 
must  continue  to  think  of  the  good  of  future  generations 

of  Americans".... And  now,  once  again,  to  the 

Pine  Cone  National  Forest  where  Ranger  Jim  Robbins 
seems  to  be  thinking  about  the  good  of  furture  generations 
of  Americans,  too.  He*s  working  rather  late  and  we  join 
him  Just  as  his  wife,  Bess,  walks  into  his  little 
office  at  the  Ranger  Station.... 

(COMING  ON)  Jim  Robbins,  do  you  realize  what  time  ie 
it?  You  ought  to  be  in  bed,  Jim.  You  can't  keep  working 
all  night. 

There's  a lot  of  work  to  be  done  these  days,  Bess. 

Yes,  of  course,  Jim,  but  you've  been  working  such 
long  hours  lately.  I know  you  haven't  had  enough 
sleep. . . . What  are  you  so  busy  with  tonight? 

Fire  organization  plans. 

For  the  Pine  Cone,  Jim? 
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Yes,  and  for  the  town  of  Minding  Creek,  too. 

What  In  the  world?  Winding  Creek  has  a volunteer  firs 
department  now. 

Yeah,  I know.  But  it's  a email  outfit,  and  it'd  be  swamped 
if  w©  came  up  against  several  fires  all  going  the  same 
time. 

Yes,  I guess  that's  true. 

Yeah,  you  see,  Bess,  If  we  had  a real  bad  fire  emergency  ... 
a lot  of  fires  at  once...  the  only  way  to  deal  with  'em 
would  be  to  have  firemen  everywhere  - men,  women,  and 
children,  even,  ....  puttin'  the  fire©  out  as  fast  as 
they  start.  And  that  calls  for  organization  and  training. 

Did  the  Defense  Committe  assign  this  Job  to  you,  Jim? 

Nope.  I kinds  took  it  on  my  self,  Besc.  And  to  tell  the 
truth  I'm  wonderin'  a bit,  and,  yeah,  worryln*  too, 
whether  or  not  the  Committee's  goin*  to  take  time  to 
real?-y  go  ahead  and  put  a plan  like  mine  into  effeot. 

They've  got  a lot  to  do,  you  know. 

But  fire  precautions  usually  come  first  of  dLl,  Jim.  ^ire 
and  rescue  work. 
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Yeah,  that *s  right,  ‘hey  haven't  overlooked  the  possibility 
of  fires  in  town.  But,  seems  to  me,  they  haven’t  been 
givln1  much  attention  to  the  danger  of  forest  fires  out 
around  the  town  and  the  need  for  organized  action  to  put 
them  out  too.  Winding  Creeks*  like  a lot  of  towns  in  this 
country.  It *3  got  woods  all  around  and  If  several  fires 
got  started  out  in  the  woods,  well....... 

Yes.  Winding  Creek  would  go  up  in  smoke.  Nothing  could  prevsn 
it. 

Well,  that's  ray  slant.  I've  worked  out  the  whole  plan 
here...  Say,  aren't  Mary  and  Jerry  back  yet?  Mary's  goln* 
to  spend  the  night  here,  I thought. 

They  ought  to  be  along  shortly,  Jim.  They  said  the  Defense 
Committee  was  going  to  start  a big  Victory  progrim  of  some 
kind  and  they  might  be  late...  But,  you  were  talking  about 
your  plan. 

Yeah.  I*ve  got  a map  of  Winding  Creek  and  the  surrounding  wood 
country  right  here,  see? 

ihat  are  those  red  lines  and  marks  all  over  the  map? 
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That  shows  how  I’ve  split  the  town  and  the  neighboring 
forest  country  Into  sectors.  And  those  little  circles  show 
where  fire  fighting  equipment  will  have  to  be  located  for 
effective  auppersslon  if  fires  do  start.  My  plan  calls  for 
about  twenty-five  16-man  crews  as  part  of  the  fire  service. 
They’d  all  be  assigned  secotrs  and  have  a captain  or  Chief 
in  charge  of  each  one. 

Aren’t  you  afraid  there ad  be  a oonflict  with  the  town  fire 
crews? 

No  indeed.  The  town’s  fire  setup  would  be  a big  part  of  it. 
Vihat  we  need  is  to  be  organized  for  forest  fire  protection 
as  well  as  for  town  and  house  protection.  There'd  have  to  be 
extra  training  of  course,  in  forest  fire  fighting. 

You  and  Jerry  could  help  on  that. 

Je’d  be  doggoned  glad  to.  And  I know  the  folks  siltin'  In  on 
the  training  sessions  would  be  just  as  interested  as  they've 
been  during  those  talks  they've  had  on  house  firee, 
explosives  and  the  like  from  Andy  Goodman  and  Tom  Jeffries 
and  the  others.  The  way  I look  at  it,  Bess,  this  forest  fire 
protection  is  important,  mighty  important.1 
Of  course  it  Is,  and  the  men  will  see  that  too,  J.1m.  I know 
they  will. 
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1 dunno.  Icra  afraid  they*?®  not  as  forest  fire  conscious  as 
they  should  be,  Bees.  I kinda  thought  I'd  talk  first  to  Andy 
Goodman,  then  to  one  or  two  other  fellows,  and  then,  finally 
bring  it  up  at  a regular  Committee  meeting.,**.. 

But,  as  you  eay,  Jim,  the  town's  f ire  ^crews  should  be  trained 
and  equipped  to  put  out  forest  fires  as  well  as  fires  in 
town  and  I Ju3t  know. ...
